This great Jack-and-the-Bean- 
staJk overnight created structure cov- 
ers two entire city squares and is 
nearly ready for occupancy. 
It has 


not the slightest appearance of tem- 
porary construction and is to be de- 
voted to the use of the war depart- 
ment in addition to the regular quar- 
ters in the army and navy building 
farther down town. 
Buildings spring 


up over night;- the hotels are filled to 
the brim; and turn away hundreds 
each day. 
More than 60,000 persons

In the first place, the powers of at- 
, 


torney are made out 
in blank, and 
, 
there is nothing to prevent the foreign 
patent attorney from putting in the 
name of Kaiser Wilhelm himself, 
or 


any designated agent. 


The blank persons to whom these 


powers are given is entitled "to accept 
service of process of all kinds, espe- 
cially complaints, to initiate and with- 
draw all kinds of legal processes, to> 
effect and to desist from cautionary 
proceedings and temporary actions, to 
receive money and money's worth and. 
lo appoint a substitute for the entire 
scope of this power or any part there- 
of." 


In plain English, all this legal ver- 


biage means the foreign attorneys, an 
offlcer of the foreign government, 13 
given entire control 
of the property 


and is entitled to go into court and 
surrender it entirely to any man who 
chooses to bring suit — or to the gov- 
ernment. 


Any one of these powers of attorney 


could 
be used 
to consent 
to 
thn 


seizure by the foreign government o£ 
all the property covered by it, with- 
out any provision for compensation.

watching with close Interest the effect 
on China and the Chinese-Japanese re- 
lations of the formal agreement

tween tho United States 
and Japan 


recognizing Japan's special interest in 
China but uniting to guarantee China's 
territorial integrity and tho open door 
to commerce. 


They welcome the guaranty of the 


open door and of their territorial In- 
tegrity, but view with some doubt tho 
recognition of Japan's special Interest. 
"China has the most complete confi- 
dence In the United States." says H; L», 
Park, editor of 
the 
Chinese 
World 
hero, and a loader in San Francisco's 
Chinatown. "I can conceive of no con- 
ditions Bunder which the United States 
might take action unfriendly to Chini. 
She is China's big disinterested friend. 
"Japan feela a right of leadership for 
China, a feeling which the Chinese do 
not reciprocate. It may be that Japan 
feels tho common color of her people 
with the Chinese, or common sources 
of racial origin give her special rights 
In China. But the Chinese have no 
such feeling. 


"Tho Chinese will have an 
entirely 


Bftparate and distinct fooling toward 
the United States as a signer of this 
agreement a,nd towards Japan. 
"The agreement la probably a signal 
for a 
tremendous commercial drive 


from Japan on China. Japan 
would 
like to take all tho import and export 
bufi)ne«8 that Germany and Austria had 
In China bfore the war. 
She Is now

flowers and gold lace or wool em- 
broidery or beading is as Important a 
part of a new fall costume as veil or 
collar or any other trapping. 


To be sociable, you must knit; to 


bo smart you must knit; to be pa- 
triotic, you must knit. 


And moot 
important of all, 
you 


must knit according to directions so 
that your work will be serviceable-- 
there is need for all your knitting— 
none should be useless because it has 
not been made according to directions. 
Red Cross official directions must b; 
followed as to the weight of the wool 
used, the size of the r.esdles. the color 
of trie yarn' anil the fashioning of the 
article. 


Tho'matter of color has been consi- 


dered with the authorities of the war 
department arid ' with the 
American 


Red Cross commissioner 
for Europe 


who 
is stationed in Paris. 
Either 
gray or khaki is acceptable to both 
these sources. 
There is difficulty In securing khaki 


colored yarn in large quantities and 
the American Red Cross supply, bu- 
reau is carrying the gray yarn (oxford 
mixture, 4 -ply 10's construction.) 


Tho 
needles 
recommended 
are 


standardized Red Cross needles, 
the 


diameter as follows: 


No. 1—125-1000 Inch. 
No. 2—175-1000 inch. 
Ko. 8—200-1000 inch. • 


No. 1 needles are supplied in either 


steel or celluloid. 


When yarn and needles other than 


those of Red Cross standard are used, 
knitters must bo careful to observe 
the 
measurements 
given 
for 
each 


article, and a larger or smaller num- 
ber of stitches used as may be re- 
quired to meet the specified measure- 
ments.

HOW TIRES ARB HIM CUT 


Protection from rim cutting is not 


to be obtained by any particular typo 
o! tire, but depends rather upon de 


sign, quality and usage. No good tire 
of standard make will be cut by any 
standard rim If properly used. But am' 
type of tire will be injured by abuse. 
Riding on a soft or fiat tire, dented 
and irregular rims, 
excessive 
loads, 
tire fillers and' stiff reliners are the 
ccmmon causes for cutting and break- 
ing above the beads. 
The flanges of a rim may becpme 
battered from running a tire deflated 
tor a considerable distance, and in ad- 
dition to ruining that tire, the next tiro 
put on that rim will be cut above tho 
beads.
